85 per cent iu fifteen years the company 
claimed that they had not divided eight per 
cent per annum for five years, but the 
Secretary inled that tbe §27,000 increase in 
the capital stock was, in reality, a dividend 
and computing iu that way ibe company 
had earned and divided over 200 per cent 
on the original capital of $33,000. 


In bis decision the Secretary says: 
"It 


is matter of no difference whether 
the 


dividend is declared in stock, or paid in 
,cash, and thereafter converted into stock by 
tlie shareholders. In either event it is a 
distribution of tlie surplus profits of the 
corporation with precisely the same legal 
effect in a case like that now before us. 
To 


hold otherwise would be to say that the 
legislature of Pennsylvania 
contemplated, 


and the laws of the Commonwealth favored 
tlie conferring upon a corporation of a 
franchise which by a little jugglery in its 
book-keeping, could be made perpetually 
exclusive, regardless of the magnitude of its 
earnings." 


The retnonstranc'e of tbe PMllip&burg 


Water Company was set aside and a charter 
granted to the competing company. 


There is good reason to believe that our 


local water company has been able to earn 
and divide large profits, and that it could if 
at all so disposed, greatly improve the 
quality of water furnished its patrons. The

3d, Frank Thomson, First Vice-President, 
was unanimously elected President. 


In every field of American development 


Scotch ancestry is conspicuous. Many great 
men of the learned professions, the factors 
of the business world, and tbe high officials 
of our commercial and railroad interests 
look back with pride to a lineage of the land 


Qf the thistle and heather. 
A family of this 


dcscriplion is -that of Thomson. In 1771 
Alexander Thomson sailed from Scotland 
and settled as a pioneer in the Cumberland 
Valley. Among bis children was a son, 
Alexander, who, after- winning 
distinction 


trict in Congress from 1824 to' 1820^" lie- 
turning to tie practice of his profession, he 
became judge of the Sixteenth 
Judicial 


District, and subsequently professor of law 
in Marshall College. 


Ifis son, Frank Thomson, was born in 


Chambersburg, Pa., July 5th, 1841. 
His 


rudimentary and classical education was 
received at the Cbambersburg Academy, but 
be did not inherit the paternal taste for tbe 
law. 
With the foresight which has been one 


of the distinguishing characteristics of his 
life, he saw in the practical work of the 
railroad on attractive and promising field of 
action, aud at seventeen years of age he 
entered the Altoona Shops of the Pennsyl- 
vania Bailroad for instruction. 
A 
four 


year's course of training in this great school 
of applied science graduated him a mechani- 
cal engineer, who could build a locomotive 
through every stage of the progress, from 
tbe crude iron to tbe finished engine on the 
rails, while it also fitted him to operate as 
engiueman the product of his own skill. 


It required little time for Col. Thos. A. 


Scott, General Superintendent of the road, 
to detect in the young engineer evidences of 
unusual ability, and the outbreak of civil 
war furnished the opportunity of testing his 
judgment. 


Colonel Scott had been appointed by 


President Lincoln Assistant Secretary of 
War, and placed in charge of all matters 
relating to the transportation of troops and 
supplies, and he called Frank Thomson to 
his aid as Chief Assistant. 


Mr. Thomson took the field immediately, 


tbe scene of his operations being the South 
and the upper Southwest, where he con- 
structed railroads and bridges, repaired 
those which had been injured by the ex- 
igencies of war, directed the transportation 
of troops and tlie forwarding of supplies to 
the front. 
The signal success of his efforts 


in this dangerous undertaking not only 
received filling recognition from the War 
Department, but marked him as a railroad 
man of rare promise. At the conclusion of 
active hostilities in this territory he was 
relieved Irom military duty, and in June, 
1804, was appointed Superintendent of the 
Eastern Division of the Philadelphia and 
Erie Eailroad, which occupied his time 
until March, 1873. 
After this experience 


promotion catne rapidly. In March, 1873, 
he was nmile Superintendent of Motive 
Power of the Pennsylvania Kailroad at 
Altooua. 


In this position the vast information and 


wide experience gained from his course in 
"the shops was applied to the work of practi- 
cal locomotive construction, and so was laid 
the foundation of the system which has since 
produced those celebrated locomotives known 
as the "Pennsylvania Railroad Standard 
Engine." On July 1st, 1874, he relinquished 
-this post to become General Manager of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad system east of Pitts- 
burg and Erie. 


As General Manager he introduced a 


number of reforms in the management, 
administration, and maintenance of the 
road. The standard track and solid road- 
bed owes ita existence to his efforts, and the 
system of track inspection and ihe award o!

His direct snpurvisun of Ihe traffic arrange- 
ments existing between the Pennsylvania 
Kailroad aud its connections kept him in 
close touch with all the railway interests of 
the country, and so makes him to-day one 
of the beat, informed, most experienced, and 
ablest of American railroad managers. These 
qualifications are universally acknowledged 
by all his contempprarios of tho railroad 
world. 


Mr. Thompson's duties as the manager of 


a great railway require so much of his time 
that he has never been iudcuUUcd with 
many other public institutions.

often sprout before ^hey fall. The process 
of germinating is among tho most remark- 
able of (ill American trees. The root push- 
?s out from the ucorn to <\ dlsUmce of 
many inchus before it enters the ground, 
the root then goes into the earth, while the 
bud or plmmrto ascends to form the incipi- 
eiit tree trunk. The young tree of the live 
onk will frequently bo a distance of six t 
inches from tho jiooru. In this respect the 
behavior of this species of 0(ik corresponds 
nearly with what ie ulmost universal in 
xiimiocotyledouous seeds,

white oak. These have not been known to 
sprout on the tree, but they scarcely reach 
the ground before the little radicle pre- 
IJUlt-B IAJ .-ul^l ll.~ »-m irll.

to get to the surface of the earth before do- 
ing this. On shelves or boxes where there 
lb some number of them together the whole 
will be a mass of roots before a few weeks 
after gathering. On the other hand, the 
nut ol tho bur oak will remain a long 
time buloro showing any disposition to 
sprout. It is these varying characteristics 
which make rules for the transportation 
of seeds difficult. Each kind has to have n 
method of its own. Bo far as the two oaks 
(ire concerned it has been found better to 
send young plants long distances than the 
acorns themselves.—ilcehan's Monthly. 


Gignntic Antarctic Icebergs. 


"The snowfall of each year adds a new 


stratum to this ice cnp, which is as distin- 
guishable to the eye as is the annual accre- 
tion of a forest tree," writes General A. 
W. Greely, U. 8. A., describing in The 
JjHdioa' Homo Journal "What There Is at 
the South Pole." "Thus in centuries ha've 
accumulated on nntarctica these snows, 
which by processes of pressure, thawing 
and rogolation have formed an ice cap 
that in places exceeds 3,000 foot in thick- 
ness. Through tbe action of various forces 
— that of contraction and expansion by 
changing temperature being, perhaps, the 
most potent—this ice cap creeps steadily 
seaward and projects into the ocean a per- 
E 


endjoulnr front from 1,000 to 2,000 fee! 
a height. Tho temperature of the sea wa- 
ter being about 29 degrees, tlie fresh water 
Ice remains unvvasted aud the ioe barrier 
plows tho ocean bed until through flotation 
in deep water disruption occurs and the 
tabular berg is formed. These bergs are of 
n size that long taxed the belief of men, 
but it is now well established that bergs 
two miles square and 1,000 feet in thick- 
ness lire not rare. Others are as large as 
80 miles In length nnd some nearly 8,000 
feet in thickness, their perpendicular, sun 
wasted sides rising from SOO to 400 feet 
above the sea."

about their finger nails. One of them is 
to tho effect that they must not be cut be- 
fore starting on a journey, lest disgrace 
befall the person before he roaches his des- 
tination.

The judgment of modern history is that, 
had not the elements favored Britain then 
ks in the days of the Spanish armada, that 
cation would havo been dealt a deadly 
blow. 


Tone succeeded so far later, French his- 


borians now say, that the Emperor Napo- 
leon himself contemplated a descent on 
England by way of Ireland. His plans 
were changud, and instead of Ireland he 
ohose Egypt. On thK point again histori- 
ans observe that hail the original plan 
been followed the history of Europe might 
have been different. Njpoleon might never 
have found Waterloo and. Ireland iniglit 
have been free. 


But the indomitable pluck of Tone was 


never conquered. He saw a second expe- 
dition, fitted out on tho coast of what i?

The Irish say he was assassi- 


nated by his jailers. The English admit 
his genius. The Irish venerate his name 
as tliat of a martyr of martyrs. 


By birth he was an aristocrat of ancient 


lineage—an owner of vast estates. Hie 
patriotism" swgpt aside personal considera- 
tions, and his genius brought national in-1 
dependence almost with In'reach of hie 
country.

patriot and paid fhe forfeit with his blood. I
